MAY INCREASE 


Temporary Reduction Of 
Sum May Halt With 
Expense Increases 


W ASHINGTON, June 19—W ash­ 
ington is wondering if income tax 
ra ’es are to be higher next >ear. 
Prospective expenditures for the 
next fis< ai year are already esti­ 
m ated to exceed the tctal govern­ 
m ent revenui expected w ithin th at 
period. Fr m present indications, in 
fact, the national treasury faces 
the threat 
f a deficit on July 1 
1931. 
The one per cent reduction in 
taxes on incomes of 1929. those paid 
this year was a temporary m eas­ 
ure only It took the form of a joint 
congressional resolution, instead of 
the m.ual tax revision m easure, and. 
unless action Is taken to prolong its 
life, the rates on incomes of 1930 
will revc rt to the level of those of 
1928. 
Treasury officials 
are watching 
the situation clot.ely, but decline to 
express an opinion on w hether the 
reduction can be extended. A final 
decision will be reached in the fall.
